Due to 
the fact that the National Red 
Cross will not permit the local 
chapter to join in the community 
‘chest Solicitation—which wil] be 
conducted during the same period 
—the people of Upland will be so- 
licited for contributions by repre- 
sentatives of both organizations 
during that time. 1. M. Guy has 
been appointed roll call chairman 
for the Red Cross and members of 
the soliciting committee will be 
ready for work immediately af- 
ter Armistice day. ‘However, it 
is the plan to get the work of so- 
liciting memberships done in the 
shortest possible time and it is not 
expected the full time between 
Armistice day and Thanksgiving 
will be required to accomplish the 
goal. 

QUOTA 850 MEMBERSHIPS 

National Red Cross officials 
hhave set the membership quota 
for the Upland chapter this year 
at 850—a reduction of 150 from 
the quota of 1000 last year. In- 
cluded in the Upland chapter's 
territory besides the city of Up- 
jand are Alta Loma, Cucamonga, 
Etiwanda and. Guasti—and ar- 
rangements are also being made 
for the customary campaign in 
those communities.

MANY HERE HELPED 

It appears many do not under- 
stand how the money paid in for 
Red Cross memberships is spent, 
some being of the opinion that 
none of it goes to aid needy per- 
sons in our home community. The 
membership fee is $1.00 and half 
of this amount is kept by the local 
chapter for use in this commun- 
ity. The other 50c is sent to the 


National Red Cross for use 
throughout our nation and other 
countries of the world. In enroll- 


ing in the Red Cross each year a 
few Uplanders contribute $25, 
some $10 and others $5. However, 
all except 50c of each of these 
amounts is retained by the local 
chapter and is used here. 

In an emergency such as_ the 
floods during the spring of last 
year the National Red Cross 
comes to the rescue. As a result 
of that disaster several thousand 
dollars was spent here by the na- 
tional organization in rehabilitat- 
ing families, building a new home 
or two and buying needed clothing 
and food. Thus the national or- 
ganization spent more money in 
this community on that occasion 
than the local chapter sends them 
in several years. 

As is well known, the need loc- 


~ally is great and in a later article 
in The News the public will be in- | 


formed as to how the needs here 
are met, these including hospital- 
ization, nurse services, care of 
sick, testing eyes and _ buying 
glasses, etc.

‘ballot, according to-a statemenr 
today by Dr. O. A. Thompson of 


Upland. 
Under this act, sponsored by 
the major chiropractic associa- 


| tions of California, a full course of 

four years would be required in all 
chiropractic schoolg of this state, 
Dr. Thompson says. 

Scope of chiropractic practice, 
he continued, would be clarified, 
as the bill would authorize the 
profession to treat disease by na- 
tural methods, diet, therapeutic 
devices and spinal adjustments. 

The amendment, Dr. Thompson 
points out, would not allow chiro- 
practors to administer drugs, nor 
to sever human tissues, thus elem- 
inating them from the practice cf 


} medicine and surgery. Any state- 


ment to the contrary, he says, is 
misleading, as the reading cf the 
bill is plain on this point.
